NOW AT QUARANTINE 


l)r. Irion, 
President of 
Louisiana 
State board of Health, Asserts 
That There Is No banger 
of an Epidemic. 


New Orleans, June 25.—One case of 
yellow fever was reported Sunday at 
the 
Mississippi 
quarantine 
station, 
ninety-seven miles below New Orleans. 
This is the first case of yellow fever 
reported in Louisiana this year by the 
state board of health. 
The patient is 
a Cuban sailor, who arrived at quar­ 
antine June 18 on the steamer Hol­ 
stein from Havana. 
His temperature 
being above normal, he was taken off 
the steamer and detained for observa- 
I tion 
During an official visit of in­ 
spection by 
members 
of the state 
I board of health and the Louisiana leg­ 
islature to the quarantine station, a 
consultation of physicians decided that 
the case Is yellow fever. 
The Hol- 
• stein Is still detained at quarantine, 
and Is ordered to lie at anchor six 
days before proceeding to New Or­ 
leans. No other cases of elevated tem­ 
perature have yet appeared on the Hol­ 
stein. 
! 
Dr. C. H. Irion, presided of 
the 
state board of health, said to the in- 
j fpecting party that he does not believe 
Jfhat yellow fever will become! cpl- 
’ demlc in New Orleans or Louisiana. 
He held that developmets so far this 
year, in which no rase of yellow fever 
has been found by the board in the 
state M r opt this one, brought from 
Havana, indicates 
that the disease 
does not oriel nato here. He said that 
as long as present quarantine regula­ 
tions are maintained in Louisiana, he 
believes there will never be another 
epidemic of yellow* fever here. 
At 
present five quarantine stations are 
operated by the state along the Gulf 
of Mexico coast. 
The existence of yellow fever at Rio 
ie Janeiro, and also of two cases of 
bubonic plague at that port were re­ 
ported ta the state board by officers! 
of the steamer Sallust, arriving here 
Sunday. 
The Sallust was disinfected 
at quarantine.

Peter Hendricks, a laborer on th® 
town roadway, was the innocent vic­ 
tim of the race war. 
The man who 
■hot him gave the name of John Stie- 
nuecz, a laborer in a stone quarry. 
Edward Goenning, night watchman at 
the quarry works, was probably fatal­ 
ly injured. The fight started in a sa­ 
loon, headquarters of the Austrians em- 
p layed in the stone works. There had 
been strife among these men, and an 
outbreak was expected. 
Goenning, it ie said, started the im­ 
mediate trouble by trying to break up 
a celebration 
which 
the 
Austrians 
were having in the saloon. 
The men were seated 
In 
crowds 
around the tables, drinking and sing-1 
lug. 
The entrance of Goenning was 
the 
signal for an uprising. 
Bottles 
cracked over heads and knives were 
drawn. 
The fighters surged Into the 
backyard of the saloon and then spread 
Into the street. 
Stienuecz secured a 
revolver and run a small band down 
Main street. 
A crowd bad gathered and Stelneucx 
began shooting at them. 
Hendricks i 
was In the front rank of the spectators 
and fell dead at the first volley. This 
so enraged the crowd that an Immedi­ 
ate attempt was made to lynch Stle- 
neucz. 
He was surrounded and beat­ 
en on the head with 
beer 
bottles. 
When the police rescued him he was 
unconscious. 
He and four of the riot 
ors were locked up.
